Coast Guard Officers Know

Lutfenberg, Nova Scotia, Feb. 19 
(By A. P.).—-The British schooner 
Eastwood arrived in port here today 
in a badly battered condition, al- 
legedly due to having been fired on 
by the United States coast patrol 
cutter Seneca while the schooner 
was at anchor 21 miles off the 
Long Island, N. Y., coast. There 
were no casualties among the East- 
wood's crew. 

The shelling of the schooner oc- 
curred February 15, her captain, 
John Spindler, said. He added that 
his vessel had been hit at least 
69 times. The crew took shelter 
in the hold during the firing. 


Say Cutter Closed In, 


While confirmation 
the account circulated is that the 
Seneca, after placing a_ target 
within 100 feet of the Eastwood, 
retired to a spot about a quarter 
of a mile away and opened fire. 
The cutter is asserted first to 
have fired on the schooner’s port 
side and then to have steamed 
around to her starboard side and, 
closing in, discharged shots from a 
distance of approximately 3560 
yards. A hole, presumably from a 
1l-pounder shell, was made in the 
schooner’s side, just above the 
water line. 

It is understood here that the 
owners of the schooner purpose to 
protest to the government at 
Ottawa. 


Raised British Flag. 


Those on the Eastwood, according 
to their own account, thought at 
first the Senaca was only having 
target practice. They asserted that 
soon, however, shells began to fall 
on the schooner and Capt, Spindler 
hoisted the British flag. ‘They esti- 
mated that the Seneca fired alto- 
gether about 200 rounds. 

The Eastwood's men declared that 
her gasoline tank was carried away, 
a boom shattered and the after sky- 
light carried away, while shells 
pacsed through the engineroom and 
aftercabin. 

Capt. Spindler reported that he 
got under way as soon as possible 
but the appearance of a tank 
steamer marked the end of the fir- 
ing. He made for Lunenburg with 
hig cargo still below decks and his 
vessel. leaking.

The compromise measure will re- 
duce revenues by $381,000,000 
during the calendar year 1926 and 
by $343,000,000 during the year

Both Senate and House conferees 
made convessions and both took 
credit for scoring important points. 

The Senate conferees won out in 
their insistence upon retroactive re- 
ductions in gift and inheritance 
taxes which formed a major point 
of controversy and also obtained 
approval of their cuts in middle sur- 
tax brackets and of the repeal of 
the capital stock tax and substitu- 
tion of an increased tax on corpora- 
tion earnings. Nearly all of the 
100 or more administrative amend- 
ments of the Senate bill were ac- 
cepted. 


Stamp Taxes Restored. 


The house conferees, on the other 
hand, triumphed in their advocacy 
of the retention of the Federal in- 
heritance tax which was repealed in 
the Senate bill. They forced the 
adoption of the House reductions in 
rates, but conceded an increase in 
exemptions. In order to hold reve- 
nue losses down, the House con- 
ferees also brought about the res- 
toration of automobile, admission 
and stamp taxes, repealed under the 
Senate bill. 

Adoption of the conference report 
by both houses is regarded as a cer- 
tainty. No emendments may be 
made to conference reports on the 
floor and there is little likelihood 
that dissatisfaction with any par- 
ticular feature would lead to the 
rejection of the entire report in 
either house. ' 
Representative Green, Republi- 
can, lowa, chairman of the house 
ways and means committee, said 
that the conference report repre- 
vented a victory for the house con- 
ferees with the exception of the ac- 
ceptance of the retroactive redue- 
tions in inheritance tax rates. He 
was of the opinion that some oppo- 
sition will be expressed on the floor 


'of the House to this feature of the 


report, although he believed 
would be approved without doubt. 


Smoot Expects Approval. 


Senator Smoot, Republican, Utah, 
chairman of the Senate finance 
committee, was confident that the 
report would meet with approval in 
the Senate, although he expected 
some expressions of dissatisfaction 
from the radical group which ope 
posed the bill and also from some 
Senators who desired the repeal of 

the inheritance tax.

Abraham Lincoln, in the obscure 
years before he was President, at 
one time sold liguor, in his pastime 
occasionally umpired cockfights, 
and, after a series of varying love 
affairs, jilted. his bride at the altar, 
Fred A. Emery, newspaper corre- 
spondent, told members of the So- 
clety of Natives at a meeting in 
the Washington club last night. 

Mr. Emery endeavored to give 
something “different” in his 
glimpses into the life of Lincoln. 

“When Lincoln sold liquor,’ he 


said, “it was before Carrie Nation 
smashed her way into Kansas, be- 
fore Pussyfoot Johnson rampaged, 
and before Andrew Volstead and 
prohibition began occupying the 
front pagzes.’”’ 

He explained that although Lin- 
coln once sold liquor in a grocery 
store in partnership with a man 
named Berry, Lincoln was temper- 
ate, espoused the cause of temper- 
ance budding at that time, and 


quit the business as soon as he 
could find other employment. Lin- 
coln, however, was a little differ- | 
ent from other temperance leaders 
in his ideas. He once antagonized 
them, Mr. Emery declared, by de- 
claring that ‘people who are not | 
victims of liquor habits are in that | 
fortunate position more because of | 
lack of appetite than from any | 
superiority over their fellows.”’ | 

Lincoln, however, was not so free 
of culpability when he failed to 
“show up’ on his wedding day. 
This was plainly a case of 
feet,”’ Mr. Emery explained. | 
Strange to say, the couple were | 
reconciled later through friends, | 
and the woman he jilted at the altar 
later became his wife. 

“Cold feet” was characteristic of , 
the rail-splitter President in his 
love affairs, Mr. Emery declared, 
especially after the death of 
Ann Rutledge, whom he long 
mourned. He said that after one 
“crash,’’ Lincoln declared that ‘I | 
have come to the conclusion that 
I would never be satisfied with 
anyone blockhead enough to marry 


Lincoln also wrestled for local 
honors. was superstitious in some 
respects, wrote poetry and was 
“scared to death’’ when he made his 
first speech in Congress, Mr. Emery 
stated. 

A picture of Washington was pre- 
sented by John Clagett Proctor. 
Washington did not gamble above 
an occasional gume of whist, about 
as great a crime ‘as penny-ante,’’ 
he said, and neither did he swear or 
use any manner of profanity. He 
drank Madeira wine at dinner, | 
danced, loved horses and was, on'| 
the whole, a ‘‘very accomplished 
man,” he declared.

‘provided, was voted down.

director power to regulate street 
car stops and mule traffic. He has 


authority over horse-drawn vehicles 
now. 


Signals for New Jersey Avenue. 


At the instance of Representa- 
tive McLeod, of Michigan, a pro- 
vision was inserted providing that 
New Jersey avenue shall be made 
an arterial highway with signal 
system from the Capitol to U street 
northwest. The bill would also 
broaden the traffic director's 
power to revoke drivers’ permits 
for violation of the traffic act. As 
the act now stands he can revoke 
permits for violation of his regn- 
lations but has no authority over 
violators of the more serious pro- 
visions of the act itself.

Everest Climbers

High winds and high altitude 
which make for rarified air, and not 


physical difficulty, are what makes 
Mount Everest, king peak of the 
world’s mountains, hard to climb, 
according to Capt. John B. L. Noel, 
of the British Mount Everest ex- 
pedition, who spoke before mem- 
bers of the National Geographic so- 
ciety in the Masonic auditorium last 
evening 

The climbers have great difficulty 
in breathing this ‘‘lean air,’’ the 
speaker said, but in spite of this 
handicap he believes the peak ulti- 
mately may be scaled without the 
use of an artificial oxygen supply.

Bill Would Make $330,000! Commission Agrees to Drop 


| Words Giving Superpower 


to Save Remainder. 


AUTHORITY TO PLAN CITY 


IS ONLY AIM, SAYS GRANT 


Endangered by Provisions 
for Personnel. 


Elimination from the park and 
planning bill now pending in Con- 
gress of that clause which has 
proved most obnoxious to officials 
and residents of the District will 
be agreed to by members of the Na- 
tional. Capital park 
when they appear before the Senate 
District committee Tuesday, it was 
indicated last night. 


Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, executive 
officer of the commission, declared 
last night that he will be one of 
those to appear before the Senate 
committee. Although he is prepar- 
ing to defend the proposed measure 
in its entirety, he will agree to the 
deletion of the ‘“‘obnoxious clause” 
to save the rest of the measure. He 
declared he had talked to other 
members of the commission and 
that each has a definite view of the 
stand he willtake. It is understood 
that at least a majority of the com- 
mission, will approve and follow 
Maj. Grant’s course. 

The particularly objectionable 
clause, from the District viewpoint, 
is the ending of paragraph B, sec- 
tion 1, which says: “and it shall be 
the duty of each member of the 
commission to adhere in prineiple 
-O the official plan of the commis- 
sion.”’ 

This, it is contended, would force 
Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, as 
representative of the District on 
the commission, to conduct the af- 
fairs of his office according to the 
dictates of the commission, which, 
it is alleged, would be a “super- 
government,” rather than according 
to his own plans and dictates. 


Section Considered Vague. 


Maj. Grant contends that this 
section of the law is vague and ac- 
complishes very little, as it will al- 
ways be open to varying construc- 
tions. For this reason he does not 
care particularly if the clause is de- 
leted, if by this sacrifice the rest 
of the bill can be saved. 

As to the section which reads, 
“That the said commission is here- 
by charged with the duty of pre- 
paring, developing and maintaining 
a comprehensive, consistent and co- 
ordinated plan for the National 
Capital and its environs,’’ &c., Maj. 
Grant points out that the bill only 
contemplates that the commission 
shall be empowered to plan for the 
city comprehensively. The com- 
mission, by the bill, only wants to 
plan the city, he said. For this 
reason he sees no objection to the 
bill and has great faith in its pros- 
pects. 

Critics of the measure as now 
pending, took advantage yesterday 
of the delay in the Senate commit- 
tee hearing on the proposal to 
eather additional data on which to 
base their request for its revision. 

The bill was searched for objec- 


out that it endangers home rule for 
the Capital City by reason of several 
circumstances, all of which hinge 
on the proposed personnel of the 
enlarged commission. 

At present the National Capital 
park commission is composed of 
five government officials and the 
chairman of the House and Senate 
District committees. The two lat- 
ter are, by reason of their work, in- 
terested in the welfare of the Dis- 
trict, it was noted, and three of the 
five other members are army engi- 
neers, trained to decide questions 
on their equities and merits. Two 
of these latter are Engineer Com- 
missioner J. Franklin Bell and Maj, 
1, S. Grant 3d, director of public 
buildings and public grounds. 


Balance Endangered. 


This. commission has functioned 
without making District residents 
feel that its control was foreign to 
the District, it was said. The bill 
that has already passed the House 
adds to this body four civilians, ex- 
perts in city planning, only one of 
whom is required to be a resident 
of the District. One suggestion 
has been to add_  ~six instead 
of four civilians. It is indicated 
that either of these plans would de- 
stroy the balance of the commission 
as it now exists, and make it pos- 
sible for others than residents of 
the District and those charged with 
responsibility for its intimate ad- 
ministration to control the commis- 
sion’s decisions and policies. 

That this may actually result in 
taxpayers of the District being as- 
sessed to pay the bills for park de- 
velopment in suburban territory ly- 
ing in Maryland and Virginia, ‘is 
feared, from the fact that the pres- 
ent law contains the following pro- 
vision, Which would remain un- 
amended by the new bill: 

“Said commission is hereby

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COUNTESS GRANTED 
STAY IN EXECUTION 
OF EXCLUSION RULE 


Vera Is Ordered Produced in 
U. S: Court on Tuesday 
for a Hearing. 


COMPULSORY RETURN, 
DUE TODAY, DELAYED 


Curran Will Ask Congress for 
Authority to Decide All 
Cases of Appeal. 


New York, Feb. 19 (By A. P.).— 
The Countess of Cathcart, after a 
ten-day battle for admission to the 
United States as a visitor, tonight 
had scaled thé outer wall of the 
immigration department’s defenses. 
She rested, secure until Tuesday, 
on a writ of habeas corpus direct- 
ing the immigration officials to 
produce her in Federal court on 
that day to show cause why she 
should not be temporarily admitted 
to the United States under bond. 


While the writ was being served 
on immigration authorities at Ellis 
island, Immigration Commissioner 
Curran issued a statement from 
his sick bed in which he announced 
that he would go before Congress 
as soon as possible to have a bill 
introduced which would give him 
absolute authority to decide on all 
cases of appeal by immigrants and 
visitors detained at Ellis island. 

Arthur Garfield Hays, attorney 
for the countess, obtained the writ 
from Federal Judge Goddard today, 
on her petition declaring that she 
had been illegally detained at El- 
lis island. The petition admitted 
that the countess had gone to 
South Africa with the Earl of 
Craven, a married man, but de- 
nied that this constituted moral 
turptitude, the grounds upon which 
she was ordered excluded. 


Curran Denies Responsibility. 


The writ automatically stayed an 
order for her involuntary return to 
England aboard the first Cunard 
liner sailing for Liverpool, which 
was scheduled for tomorrow. 

The exclusion order against the 
countess was found by a special 
board of inquiry composed of three 
immigration inspectors. The count- 
ess first appealed directly to Secre- 
tary of Labor Davis, who affirmed 
the board’s findings. 

*‘There is a persistent impression 
that in some way I decided this 
case,’’ said Commissioner Curran. 
“I did not decide it at any point or 
in any way. The appeal from the 
board of inspectors went direct to 
the Secretary of Labor. By law and 
regulation I could-only stand on the 
sidewalk and watch it go by. I am 
forbidden to give advice or recom- 
mendation either to the inspectors 
or the Secretary of Labor. Nor am 
I allowed afterward to inquire of 
the Secretary the reason for his de- 
cision,’ the statement said. 

The commissioner said he was 
ready to decide all cases if Congress 
would allow him to do so, and to 
take full responsibility.

The medals presented were the 
Lloyd medals for saving life at sea. 

Proceeding to the curb market,

At city hall, he thanked Mayor 
Walker for the courtesies shown 
him and his men, and as a token 
of appreciation, presented the 
mayor with a desk light, made by 
a sailor on the President Roosevelt. 
The lamp was fashioned like a 
lighthouse.

San Francisco, Feb. 19 (By A. 
P.).—-With food and water gone, 
after drifting more than a month 
after a storm had rendered their 
vessel helpless, fourteen of the 38 
members of the crew of the Jap- 


| anese*steamship Taishin Maru No. 


3 were rescued in mid-Pacific yes- 
terday afternoon by the Standard 
Oil Co. tanker Java Arrow. 

The other nineteen of the crew, 
who left the Taishin Maru in life- 
boats, are believed to have perished. 

When the Japanese ship, with its 
fuel exhausted and its cargo jetti- 
soned, was sighted by the Java Ar- 
row on its way from Yokohama to 
San Francisco yesterday afternoon 


the fourteen surviving members of 


the crew, including the captain, 
mates and engineers, had been 
without water for five days and 
without food, except rats and the 
ship’s cat, for 20 days. 

Word of the rescue was relayed 
early today to the Associated Press 
by the Dollar line President Wilson, 
3,500 miles from this port. The 
Taishin Maru left Yokohoma Janu- 
ary 17 for Mororan, on the Island 
of Hokkaido, in the northern part 
of the Japanese archipelago, witb 
50 tons of coal as fuel. 


Storm Exhausted Fuel. 


Caught in a storm off Shiriya, 
150 miles from its destination, the 
Taishin Maru, a vessel of less than 
1,000 tons without wireless equip- 
ment, battled head winds until its 
fuel was exhausted, and then, with 
its cargo thrown overboard, to save 
the ship, drifted southeastward to- 
ward midWacific. 

On January 29 one life boat with 
eleven men put away from. the 
drifting steamer. Five days later 
eight men left in a second lifeboat. 

Laconically the wireless message 
received at the Federal Telegraph 
Co.’s station here, addressed to the 
Associated Press, told of the de- 
privation of the rescued men. 

“Men aboard uneat last 20 days. 
No water last 5,” it related. 
“Caugit rats made soup; later 
caught no more rats, crew ate Cat.’’

But what 
actually happens is that the govern- 
ment gives back to the States some 
of the money it taxed their people 
to raise, after first holding on to 
enough of it to pay the expenses of 
huge administrative bureaus, with 
their red tape and frequent incom- 
petence. 


Discrimination Assailed, 


“The States do not get the Fed- 
eral aid outright. They must first 
match it with a like amount of their 
own funds. This often draws State 
funds from local purposes, which 
are much more needed. 

“The discriminations of the sys- 
tem are indefensible. The Federal 
aid distributed by. the government 
amounts \to about $95,000,000 a 
year, and of course the people of 
all the States contribute to make 
up this fund through the Federal 
taxes they pay. But there is no 
relation between what the people 
of the States pay and what t#ey 
get back. 

“For instance, Massachusetts, 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey and Connecticut all get back 
in Federal aid less than 1 per cent 
of what their people pay in Federal 
taxes.”’

The Department of Justice has 
ecided there is not sufficient proof 
sustain contempt charge 
against the Aluminum Co. of 
America.

PRAGUE'S COMING FAIR. 

One of the infant nations born as a result 
of the world war is Czechoslovakia, in which 
the principal city is Prague. When that par- 
ticular section of central Europe in which 
Prague is located was calied Bohemia it was 
not so difficult to remember or to pronounce 
the name. It is probably because of the indispo- 
sition of the average American to jeopardize his 
vocal organs through the exercise of linguistic 
gymnastics that one seldom hears Czechoslo- 
vakia mentioned in polite American society.

Commercial Attache Hodgson reports that 
the United States ranks fourth among the 
countries which export their products to the 
Czechs. During the first ten months of 1925 
these exports from the United States reached 
$26,000,000, as compared with $18,000,000 for 
the entire year of 1924. More than half of the 
American exports, or 54 per cent, were of cot- 
ton. Of this commodity 112,094 metric tons 
were received directly from the United States 
for the period of 1925 covered by the report 
of Mr. Hodgson, as compared with 99,615 tons 
during the whole year 1924. The items em- 
braced in the other 46 per cent of American 
goods cover a wide range, including typewrit- 
ers; calculating machines, motor vehicles of al! 
types, fats, meats, flour, copper, tirés, rubber 
shoes and rubber goods, leather goods and ma. 
chinery of many descriptions. 

At the forthcoming fair American business 
men will present exhibits of several hundred 
items of American manufacture, from tractors 
to toothpaste. | 

Bohemian glass hed been long Known in 
American homes before 1914, and since the 
restoration of outside trade relations, Prague 
has resumed its exports of glassware to this 
side of the Atlantic. The United States ranked 
ninth among the customers of the Czechs last 
year, and there was not a fancy goods stock !{n 
auy large city of the country in which there was 
not displayed many articles imported from the 
mid-Hurepean republic of Czechoslovakia.

the Virginia house of burgesses at 
27, a member of the First Conti- 
nental Congress .at 42, elected 
commander in chief of the Ameri- 
can army at 43, elected the first 
President of the United States at 
57, and died at the age of 67. His 
life was lived in the simplicity of 
almost primitive times, and yet was 
full of stirring events of limitless 
consequences. 

God peculiarly endowed him 
the work which he 
and marvelously preserved him in 
that work. He had uncommon 
strength, a taste for literature, and 
was noted for his punctuality, cour- 
tesy, good manners and nobility of 
conduct. He was exceedingly 
modest and easily embarrassed by 
personal praise. 

Among the marvelous providen- 
ces in his life were preservation 
from death when attackéd by small- 
pox in its most virulent form: pre- 
servation from the Indians, as he 
made journeys to the French settle- 
ments and as he fought with Braa- 
dock’s troops; the failure of King 
George to grant the Royal Com. 
mission for which .Washington 
labored incessantly for a period of 
years; and his marvelous deliver- 
ance in the battles of the Revolution 
notably that of Princeton. It 
seemed as though a superior power 
alone preserved him.

There has recently been discov- 
ered in the Congressional library a 
tribute paid to Washington by 
Abraham Lincoln in 1842.

‘This is the 110th anniversary of 
the birthday of Washington.

Wash- 
ington is the mightiest name on 
earth—long since mightiest in the 
cause of civil liberty; still mightiest 
in moral reformation. On that 
name an eulogy is expected. It can- 
not be. To add brightness to the 
sun or glory to the name of Wash- 
ington is alike impossible.

Speaking of the discrepancy be- 
tween Federal totals and the figures 
given by the stock exchange, James 
B. Clews, one of the ablest analysts 
and best equipped authorities on 
loans in the street, said today: 

“This discrepancy is easily ex- 
plained by the fact that collateral 
loans of out-of-town banks to Wall 
street houses are made direct and 
are not, therefore, included in the 
deposit and loan items of local in- 
stitutions; besides, the board’s fig- 
ures relate only to member banks 
and include, on the other hand, 
loans to nonmembers of the stock 
exchange, while at the same time 
they refer to a slightly different 
date. Onthe whole, the statements 
made by me last week with refer- 
ence to the actual situation may be 
taken as fully confirmed by the 
voard. 

“The amount of money engaged 
in the carrying of securities is not 
‘larger than has been understood for 
some time past, and while it is un- 
doubtedly at high point, it is also 
true that, as has been explained by 
authoritative persons, the reason 
for it is the great increase in the 
number of listed stocks and the 
growth of the practice on the part 
‘of corporations of getting their 
' working capital through the issue 
of securities rather. than through 
direct loans at banks, at least in 
the same proportion as heretofore. 
As to the bearing of these fignres 
upon discount rates, this is a prob. 
lem whieh willbe settled very
